All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary.

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant initiated interview in order to clarify Examiner's rejection of 
claim 1 regarding the limitation of "concurrently completing the plurality of update requests of the group." In the non- 
final Office action filed 12/18/2006, the Examiner relied on the Applicant's originally-filed specification to supply the 
definition of the term "concurrently" as it related to the invention. The Examiner then used that definition along with the 
Micka reference (specifically column 11, lines 36-46) to show that Micka teaches the aforementioned limitation 
because independent writes of the consistency groups of Micka can be performed in any order, which the Examiner 
was considering be "concurrent." The Representative for Applicant, Mr. Scholer, stated that a forthcoming amendment 
would aim to clarify the present invention, and in doing so obviate the Micka reference, by claiming that the plurality of 
requests that are concurrently completed may be dependent upon one another. The Examiner agreed that such an 
amendment, if supported by Applicant's originally-filed specification, appears to overcome the cited sections of the 
Micka reference.
